SPAIN. 

Tue political situation of Spain, which lately presented but a confused 
and formless outline, becomes daily more clearly detined. ‘The path of re- | 
action which leads to virtual absolutism is openly entered apon, and even 
if the present Government be resulved to follow it but up to a certain 
point, there they will find others waiting to relieve them of their burden 
and pursue it to the end. ‘Che suppression of the National Guard, while 
it has definitively eut off O'Donnell’s last chance of support from the 
Progressists, has encouraged the Moderates to speak out plainly. Their | 
organs in Madrid now openly threaten O'Donnell with dismissal if he 
dare to halt in the tyrannical course which he has begun. 

The country, we learn from various (Ministerial) sources, is perfectly 
tranquil ; but provisions are searee and exorbitantly dear, and there is in- 
cendiamsm in the South. As to the real state of the country, and of the 
feeling of the nation, there are scanty means of knowing, for the press is 
no longer free. The Liberal papers have declared themselves unable to 
comment on the deeree suppressing the National Guard, the authorities 
having forbidden the diseussion of political questions. It is exactly the 
same stute of things as under Sartorius, Attempts have even been made 
to silence the Madrid correspondents of foreign journals, and, that having 
heen found impossible, to throw discredit on the intelligence tiey supply. 
With respect to the finances, there are already symptoms of embarrass- 
ment. Just before Hspartero’s Government fell there were 100,000,000 
reals in the Treasury. ‘The O'Donnell Ministry has just agreed to pay a 
bonus of £15,000 to the Spanish Bank to hold 60,000,000 reals at their 
disposal for six months. If the money be used, or any part of it, 54 per 
cent, interest is to be paid in addition. These are early days for a Govern- 
ment which found the exchequer so flourishing to contemplate the probable 
necessity of advances. 

The marriage of Prince Adalbert and the Infanta Amalia, on the 25th 
ult., was followed by a splendid banquet, to which more than one hun ired 
distinguished personages were invited. ‘Three of the sisters of the Prin- 
cess were not invited to the wedding—uamely, Donna Josefa, who is mar- 
ried to M, Jose Guel y Rente, a rich merchant of Havannah; Douna tna- | 
bella, wite of Count Gurowski, a Polish emigrant; and the Duchess de 
Sessa, whose husband is a Grandee of Spain. ‘They were excluded from 
the ceremony because the Royal fe mily considered their marriages beneath 
the dignity of the Princesses, although, it is added, “in every other respect 
extremely honourable.” The Infanta Amalia is the first princess of this 
house who has contracted a royal alliance. The marriage contract sets 
forth that the fortune the Princess brings her Royal husband is 7,000,000 
reals (1,750,000f.), and that he is to allow her pin money to the extent of 
44,000 florins a year. 
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AUSTRIA.

Pola, from its 
position, commands not only the entrance into the Gulf of Venice, 
but also that large bay in which Venice is placed. The water to the 
very shores is so o Yessels of large burden cau approach in 
safety, and the bay is s eltered from every wind that blows, and so exten- 
sive as to harbour an immense fleet. "All the neighbouring hills are 
crowned with immense batteries, having guns of the heaviest calibre; and | 
the numerous islets are turned into forts. ‘To the new fortress all the mili- 
tary and naval stores of the arsenal have been transferred.

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THE QUEEN OF OUDE AND SUITE LANDING FROM THE INDUS AT SOUTHAMPTON. 


THE ROYAL FAMILY OF OUDE. 

Last week, we had to record the arrival and momentous landing of the 
Queen of Oude, to describe her Majesty’s drawing room, and to chronicle 
her “ movements” generally, so far as our own enlightened public care to 
be informed of them. It is now our lot, in humble imitation of the great 
Jenkins, to describe the Queen’s departure for London, with some other 
particulars interesting to the curious mind. 

‘The Royal family of Oude, then, left Southampton on Saturday—of 
course by special train. ‘The Royal family and suite consisted of 110 per- 
sons, and their baggage and treasures consisted of 500 packages, filling 
(ie., the beggage) four vans. The expense of the train was above £100, 


full fare being paid for each person and package. Holford House, Regent’s . 


Park, had been taken for the residence of the Queen, Princes, and as many 
of the suite as it will accommodate, at a rental of £550 a year; and while 
we are on the pounds, shillings, and pence question, we may mention the 
landlord was paid 100 guineas for the rent of the hotel at Southampton 
during the few days’ stay of the party there.

During the removal of the baggage, one of the workmen entered the 
Queen’s apartment inadvertently. tn a moment he was ejected by a 
eunuch. He had just time—lucky fellow !—to notice the Queen, who was 
dressed in white, and was seated among a number of native ladies. 

At six o'clock, the Oude party commenced leaving the hotel. ‘The hotel 
outer doors were closed, and no stranger was allowed inside. Native mace- 
bearers guarded the entrance outside. As soon as some of the suite were 
prepared to leave the doors were opened, and directly the party left closed 
and guarded again, ‘The low-caste male servants left the hotel first, many 
of them walking to the terminus. About twenty cabs were hired to con- 
vey the Princes, their immediate attendants, the eunuchs, the ladies, and 
the female servants of the court there, and a carriage and pair to convey 
the Queen, her principal female attendant, and a eunuch. 

About half-past seven the scene inside the terminus was rather amusing. 
A number of the “menials” had got into the third-class carriages, and 
were smoking and thoroughly enjoying themselves. 
class were busy carrying and stowing away Hindoo bedding, mats, 
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carpets, and no end ot curious culinary and washing utensils. Cabs 
were racing into the terminus every minute with the monshees and gentle- 
men of the court. The Hindostanee of the natives, the slang of the cab-

PONERAL OF THE LATE KARL OF SHREWSBURY.—The remuins of the Earl of 
Shrewsbury was tterred ino the Castle Chapel, Aiton Towers, with great ccre- 
tony. The whole of the intesor of the chapel was covered with bhick cloth 
divided into panels by broad silver braiding. On the front of the pulpit, ars 
coverrd with tlack cloth, was the eseutcheou of the deceased, ma fie 
of silver. An armonal shield, with two talbots rampant, surmounted by a 
corone?, ina silver frame, ornamented each of the pancis in the chapel. From 
the eboir was suspeaded a black drapery, with scrolls twice crossed, on which 
was iiseribed, “ In hoe signe spes mea” The coflin was placed on a lofty pier 
withie the chaneel, and covered with a splendid pallof bleck and crimson velvet, 
decply ede d with gold tinge, with the arms of the earl, aud divded diagonally 
with the motto of © Prest Waccomplir,” worked in letters of massive gold. ‘Thy 
corouel ol the deceased nobleman was pliced on the coilin, resting on a eria.son 
velvet cushion tringed with gold. On each side were three brass eande! . 
containing pumerous Wax candles, and 6.x immense wax caudles in massiye 
stunds were pineed on the sercen immediately over the sanctwory, whieh was 
also Uluminated. A chandeher, filled with wanxlights, was suspended in the 
ceatre of the chapel, and when the whole were liguted up, daylight bemg care- 
tuliy exeluded, the + feet produced was of the ust soleam grandeur. The Ke 
Dr. Winter, the Rev. M.Q. Sullivan, deacon, aud the Revd. 2. Dowling, cele. 
brauts, chanted a solema requiem, the responses being given in beautiful 
harmony by the chow. The pall was then removed, dispiaying the cottin, 
covered with crimson velvet, orzamented with armorial devices richly sored 
in massive gold, nud it was then deposited in the vault preparsd for iss 
reception on the south side of the alu. On the evening before th 
tuncialof the late Earl of Shrewsbury, a paper was found amongst the docu. 
ments of the deceased Karl, with the superseription in the handwriing of his 
Lordship, “ To be opened at my death.” The paper was dated the 6th of January 
in the present vear, and was as follows:—“ dt L die at Rome, | wish to be 
vuricd in the Charch de Jesus; if t die nearer te Rome than to England T wish 
to be burned ta the Eternal City; but if not, b desire that iny remains be 
brouvht back to Fnglund.” We died at Lisbon, whichis much nearer to England 
by water than to Lome, and to lis native country his friends brought sis remoins.

Phe Kremlin became a town in itself, including, besides the palace, two o'- 
jee’s of auch interest, the magnificent churches of the Assumption sail 
St. Nicholas, ‘The solidity of the ramparts exceeds that of the rorts 
on which they stand, and the uiassive walls, a chain of mountains, tie 
Lowest, with small windows and loopholes, tapering to the sky. Custuv 
it is, we think, who calls the Kremlin “a varied landscape in stone.” 

And from the Kremlin what a view! What a gay-looking city, will 
its yilded domes, its golden crosses, its cupolas bespangled with sus. /> 
rools gaily painted, its lofiy spires, its palace-like buildings, its irregu!

And now Moscow looks brighter and gayer than ever, Paint, 0!

On the Chodynski fields also, where there are to be tables 
laid for the entertainment of several hundred thousand persons, imi 
svailoldings and stands have been erecid tor spectators, who preter 
to look from a distance on the motley thre: ¢ that may be expecteu to 
take part in the diversions prepared tor them there. All the church 
steeples are decorated or surrounded with framework for the illumination, 
innumerable triumphal arches are erected, and all the houses have been 
renovated, und have put the best face upon matters. In the environs the 
troops are encamped; and when the large surlace covered with tents is 
looked down upon from an eminence, the country thereabouts seems as 
though covered with snow, with patches of black composed of the un- 
covered earth showing through. The price for a single window’ to sec 
the coronation procession pass by is said to vary from L5U to 200. silver 
roubles.

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BLESSING THE WATER AND APPLES. 

The two important religious ceremonies, the blessing of the “ water” 
and the “ apples” used in the ceremony of the coronation, took place early 
in August. 

‘The first was solemnised at Peterhotf, in the presence of the Kinperor, 
ona small piece of ornamental water, consecrated forthe purpose. The 
Greck prelates and priests walked in procession, dressed in their most yor- 
veous vestments, followed by the Imperial family, also walking, and when 
v eame to the waterside the Cross was plinged in, the choristers sing- 
demn chant as the ofliciating prelate performed the rite. ‘Lhe dis- 
‘e from St. Petersburg prevented the presence of many strangers. Some 
vlish faces were seen among the crowd, ‘The second, “the blessing of 
the apples,” a ceremony which forms an indispensable preftiminary to: the 
mastication of that refreshing fruit, took place im every chureh throughout 
St. Petersburg, but with peculiar pop ia the Kazan Cathedral, by the 
metropolitan and fifteen officiating priests, ‘The costumes were most 
gorgeous, and the archlshop, who was robed in the middle of the elureh, 
was one blaze of gold and jewels, ‘The ceremonies, which seemed exceed- 
ingly complex, cousisted of wumerous genuilesions and symbolic groupings 
on the part of the priests, who formed themselves into squares, triangles, 
and other figures, typical of the ‘Trinity, the ‘Tabernacle, and the various 
data of astern Christianity. ‘The congregation, amonsst whom there 
was no classification, and who stood the whole time of service, was of the 
most varied app nee and character, Kussian princes, and generals 
covered with decorations, prayed side by side with the poor mujik, aud both 
seemed equally impressed with the solemnity of the occasion ; while the 
Russiav countess, in the most fashionable Parisian toilette, did not feel her 
dignity rutiled by the vicinity of the poor Livouian or Finland woman, 
whose quaint national costume gave wondertul variety to the scene. In 
the churches here there are no carefully stuffed pews or separation of ranks 
—all pray together, and perform their genuflexions, which are exceedingly 
mumerous, in the same earnest and profoundly devout manner. 

After the service came asermou, ‘The preacher, Sydnowski, is a mau of 
great eloquence and talent, and, in consequence, of so much influence 
amongst the masses as to be almost a power im the State. ble has, it is 
said, suffered persecution from his more couservative brethren tor his ad- 
vaneed opinions ; but, however that may be, he is now ove of Che most 
popular preachers in theeapital, His text wes, ©The Lord is my strencth 
and my shield,” and his discourse, which he dexterously applied all through, 
not only to the text, but 10 the oecasion, was, judging from the rapt atten- 
tion and oceasionnl emotion of the people, most eloquent. At the cor 
clusion of the sermon the Metropolitan came forwird and solemnly blessed 
the people, the apples, and finally himself, and a hyran of almost wncarthily 
solemnity terminated the ceremonial. 


THE CZAR AND THE IMPERIAL PAMILY, 

As a preliminary to the proceeding at Peterhotl, the Czar attended 
Divine serviee in the chareh attached to the palace, and exclusively de- 
voted to the Court. The Czar Alexander isa slight, well-made man, above 
the middle size, but vothing approaching the Juve-like proportions of the 
late autocrat. lis is German, with a mild, aliost saddened ex- 
pression, but full of thoughtfulness and intelligenee, ILis close applica- 
tion to business, which is well known, may affect his looks, and certaumly 
he has by no means the appearance of robust health, Ile drove up io 
the palace in an open carriage without the slightest parade, and reecived 
into his own hand the petitions of a number of poor women who were 
permitted thus to approach the fountain-head of authority. There was 
not the slightest appearance of Aavdevr on his part, nor of undue. ser- 
vility on that of the petitioners, who simply curtseyed in a business-like 
off-hand way, and retired most composedly. 

The Empress is a tall, ladylike woman, bat beyond that nothing remark- 
able. Her toilette was in excellent taste, very similar to that of the Em- 
press Eugénie, whose figure is not unlike that of the Czarina, ‘The young 
archdukes are all fine hearty little fellows, sive the salute with true military 
precision, and look quite smart in their tiny uniforms, each being of 
course colonel of a regiment. ‘The Czar himself wore the dress of the 
Gardes A Cheval, one of the plainest in ihe service. After chureh came 
the court, the presentations, and the deeoration (the pre ation of the 
Legion of Honour), and all the while the grand fountains played, aud the 
people on the terrace could divide their attention between the glittering 
crowds that filled the windows of the palace, the grim gigantic Cossack 
footmen in full national cosine, the splendidiy-dressed negros, the relics 
of more barbaric times and courts, and the murmuring cascades on the 
other side, through whose long vista of diamond spray they could see the 
Gulf of Finland, tit terminus to the perspective as seen from Peterhoff 
Palace, 

One day last month, sacred among the Russians for visiting the graves 
of their departed kinsfolk and friends, which are all outside the town, and 
chiefly amid the shady groves of the Vassili-Ostrofi, a long and beautiful 
island, all St. Petersburg went, with baskets of flowers to deck the graves, 
to Vassili-Ostroff, and stayed mourning and drinking above each sacred 
spot upon the silvan island. During the day, an Iinperial yacht from 
Peterhoff moored at the landing-hut of the Mnglish quay,on the opposite 
bank, The Czar, with the Grand Dukes Constantine and Nicholas, landed. 
A pheeton and two horses drove up to meet them—no troops, no escort, not 
even a footman, attended the modest equipage. A slight hesitation oc- 
curred—a scarcely perceptible awkwardness—ere the august party moved 
towards the vehicle. ‘lhis pause was thus broken :—Constantine looked 
at his brother, and, slightly touehing his hat, said, “ Mosiina?” that is, 
“May [ (get in)?” ‘The Czar made a gesture of assent, and Constantine 
entered first, taking his seat at the furiher or right side; Nicholas fol- 
lowed, and sate opposite, The Czar then mounted into the place le(t for 
him by Constantine, and the phicton crove away. ‘The whole thing passed 
Mamoment. There was the grea'est simplicity inthe little arrangement, 
but evidently a rigorously respectful etiquette is observed towards the Czar 
hy his brothers, one of whom, at least, has been so often alleged to be 
Voty independent and cavalier in this regard.

The chie’ interest attached to the official pre 
at Moscow, arises from the eireumestance that 
document having been carelully weished, and every ceremonial having a 
peculiar significance, it miay be considered as a sort of manifesto respeeting 
the relative positions of the Czar and his people. ‘Phe sacred character of 
the monaret, and his absolute and uncontrolled power over and property im 
his subjects, are clearly indicated. fle is the lord and autocrat of All the 
Russians. tn the trimmphal entry into Moseow, he is surrounded by a stuf’ 
purely mulitary, and it is a taking possession of the ancient capital of the 
empire, On his road the priests meet him with banners, er sss, and holy 
water; and the whole pop. lation stands uncovered, as when some ultra- 
holy relic passes in procession. The halt for the public adoration of the 
image of Our Lady ot Lversk by all the Imperial family is a profession of the 
orthodox faith tor the edification of the multitude, At the threshold of his 
palace, alter receiving the homage of the superior clergy, he is presented 
with bread and salt by the chief officers of his household, im the same aan. 
ner as every proprietor is welcomed by his peasants on arriving at lis estate ; 
and throughow the ceremony of the corowation the two reat ofties rs con. 
stanily in atfendanee upon hin are the Minister of Ins Household and the 
Minisierof War; the eivil power is ti roughout subservient ta the arany and 
tothe ehareh. But his position as the actual and positive head af the 
church is as clearly defined. ‘Phe anetro, olitans do not aseend to the plat 
forma of the throne, but, having received the regalia from the proper oilicials, 
they Land them tothe Eqiperor, standing on the last step but one, aad he 
places the erown on his lead himsell, holding his sovereignty from vo 
earthly power, receiving its outward evidenees only frou the ministers of 
God. In taking the saerament, it is administered to him within the sane- 
tury, smd inthe same form as to the priesthood. inacknowledgment of lis 
priestly character; but it was not until the reign of Peter the Great that 
the subservieney of the clergy to the crown was thoroughly established.

THE CZARS SOLEMN ENTRY ENTO MOSCOW, 

On Wednesday, the 20th ultimo, the great crown of the Russian empire 
was borne in state from the railway station, through the heart of Moscow, 
tothe Kremlin, A mob of some twenty or thirty thousand persons had 
assembled to witness its arrival. Detachments of the Chevalier Garde, of 
which corps her Majesty the Empress is colonel, escorted the carriages, 
At the same time it was known that, on the 29th, the Czar would come 
from Vetrovski, and as much excitement was anticipated as when the 
terrible Ivan won no end of popularity, by tossing the favourite of: his 
mother into the street to be devoured hy dogs. 

‘The morning of the day fixed upon for the solemn entry of the Emperor 
into Moscow was ushered in by louring clouds and rain. About noon, 
however, the sun broke through, and the afternoon was bright, and caleu- 
lated to show off the gorgeous procession in auvancing. 

A little alter mid-day, a salvo of nine guns from a battery posted oppo- 
site the Tehoudow Convent, followed by a peal of bells trom the Cathedral 
of the Assumption, gave the sigmal for all the bells of Moscow to be set 
aringing, As soon as the hurricane of clingor broke out, actors and spec- 
tators of all ranks and degrees hurried to their posts, 

About three o’cloek the Lmperial procession lett the Petrovsky Palace. 
First came a “ Maitre de Police,” with twelve monnted yensd’armes to 
clear the w The Czar was preceded by his body-guard im their magni- 
tieen* uniforms, squadrons of Cossacks of the Black Sea and of the regi- 
ment of Guards, the represevtatives o! the Aan? noblesse on horsebsck, all 
in uniform, the representatives of the Asiatic population which acknow- 
leage the sovereignty of Russia, with valets, laequeys, and runners of the 
court. After this mixture of Buropean and Oriental costumes, eame Mas- 
ters of Ceremonies and others with their badges of ollice. After this train, 
in which Kuropean and Oriental finery were strangely iningled, came the 
Czar on horseback, attended hy his Ministers and Aides-de-camp.

‘Che magistrates and 
burghers of Moscow received him at the entrance o! the quarter eatled 
Zemlenoi Gorod, The marshal and the nobility of the government of 
Moscow received him at the eutrance of the quarter called Bieloi Gorod, 
and the Civil Governor and the civil authorities of the city at the Gate of 
the Resurrection. [ere a brief halt took place, during which the Bm- 
peror, the Hmpresses, and the VPrinees and Princesses of the blood, dis- 
mounted and knelt before the unage of Our Lady of Iheria ‘This cere 
mony over, the procession again moved onward ; was received at the Gate of 
the Saviour by the Commandant of Moscow aud his staf’; and in front of the 
Cathedral of the Assumption, by the Directing Senate. All along the 
route of the procession the houses were decorated and the clergy stationed 
at the gates of their respective churches with their images and crosses, 
The acclamations of the assembled multitudes were enthusiastic, and dis- 
tiuetly heard above the din and clamour of the bells. 

The Emperor, the Kmpresses, the Princes, and the Princesses, deseended 
from their horses and carriages in front of the Cathedral of the Assump- 
tion, at the stair which is called Krasnoé Kryltzo, utelligence of this

THE ENGLISH, FRENCH, AND AUSTRIAN ENVOYS, 


Lord Granville ix comfortably located in his splendid palace, formerly 
the residence of Vrinee Graziano, and the street in which it is situated is i 
scene of constant bustle. Behind are the stables, where the eleven horses 
of Earl Granville himself, and others, receive visits, if at home for visitors. 
The principal of the four carriages belougiay to the Ambassador himself. 
is very neatly mounted in the Koglish fishion (which will make it look 
all the better in the Russian harnessing), with silver snake-holders, silyer 
binding, and silver full-relief coronets and roof ocnuaments. A little 
further down the street, going eastward, rises the Padace of ‘Tolmachiva, 
where Prince Paul Esterhazy has established his Hmbassy. Lt forms two 
sides of an imunense uncompleted quadrangle. Further still, in’ the 
same easterly direction, that is, further within the town, is Sir Robert 
Peel's honse, the Dom Surosehukotl, a smaller but very elegant and ele- 
cantly equipped mansion, ‘The Marquis of Stafford Lives with) Sir 
Robert; aud the kitt and Wighland dress, as it thts in and out of the 
frequently opened door, attracts a still larger ecowd of starers than the 
ient of Ksterhazy, or the searlet carpets at the porch of the British 
Embassy.

Count) Morny is already a very great favourite with the Russians, 
Obvious means of winning the Russian heart has certainly not been 
neglected by him. M.de Morny’s mode of living touches the very chord 
which most readily vibrates in Rus-ia into goodwill and admiration, Every 
morning regularly a hundred bottles of Medoc are delivered at his door 
for the use of his domestic servants till next morning, Among the Rus- 
siaus the number of a great personaye’s domestic servants is, in the higher 
and more princely sphere of life, all through the year, that gauge of lis 
social pretensions, which the fur in the collar of his shooba constitutes in 
more humble station durmg the winter months. 

According to rumour, the Austrian Envoy at the coronation, is ex- 
pected to be surrounded with a magniticence inferior only to that of the 
French and English Ambassadors. ILis diamonds are known to be anioug 
the finest possessed by any private person in the world, and far excel those 
which several crowned heads could boast ; they constitute, it is said, a lar 
part of his entire wealth, These diamonds are actually to decorate //s 
housings. The rivalry between the special embassies will be considerable, 
if we sre to judge by a rather humorous indication of it which has alrear’y 
vot into cireulation, — Ut is said that Prince Esterhazy’s agent at Moscow, 
from having been carly in the field, wos able tochtain a suitible house tor 
his Serene Llectiness sc the moderate charge of 17.000 roubles the mouth, 
Wut that the Prince subsequently hears that the British and French An 
Hassadors were respeetively paying 40,000, he indignantly cancelled his 
contract, and insisted on ing a honse et the sume price. The serene 
ambition was easily gratified, A new coat of paint, a new name, and a 
new rate of rental soon brought the original hou-e upto the Prince’s notion 
of what s suitable for the representative of his Lmperial master. Earl 
Granvilie’s house is the admiration of the whole capiial, and a tent, now 
put up in the warden, will be the finest ball-room in Moscow. What lend 
pecubar interest to Lord Granville’s embassy is the number of distinguislicd 
persons who accompany it, the arrival of any one of whom even unotii- 
ci lly, with their large and matehless studs, their carriages, their chests of 
plate, would have made at all Limes @ cons derable sensation. — Sir Robert 
and Lady Veel, who drove about St. Petersburg in her “ wide-awake ” het, 
much to the astonishment and admiration of the Russian fashionables, are 
much commented upon, on account of the late Sir Robert's fame, tariff, 
political experiments, and personal fate. 


THE GREAT BELL OF MOSCOW, 

The visitor to Moscow, who has within the last few weeks made his 
way to the centre of the “ Beautiful Place,” could hardly fail to have 
beeu attracted, by the sound of hammers, to the triumphal areh by whch 
the Emperor was to enter the sacred precinets, and find himsef in pre- 
sence of the great bell, which has been so accurately weighed, measured, 
and described over and over again, 

The “Great Bell of Moscow,” said to be the largest ever founded— 
namely, 21 feet high, 20 feet in diameter, and weighing 1,600 tons-— 
atter being long buried under the soil, was raised, and in 1836. placed on 
a pedestal in the Court of the Kremlin. ie ; 

It is, in truth, a tremendous eastine aud if in sounding order would 
make a most sonorous report. The broken piece lies close beside it, and 
more than anything else enables one to form a just conception of the 
size of the bell itsell.

So, if the country wants no- 
thing else, how does it much matter at whose bands it gets it? The 
explanation of our qnict is, that we are content to grow rielii—a 
logical result of the Reform Bill, which strengihened the money- 
making classes. We only see one possible source of a po/itical ex- 
citement, viz., from the ambition of rising classes to share the poli- 
tical power, But the English do not: much seck this power—given 
prosperity. We shall have more agitation ouly when we have worse 
quarierly returns, We get at ideas through facts; we do not try and 
model facts on ideas. Most Englishmen are not symmetrical in 
their notions, but, while a thing works tolerably, care little how it 
looks. — Lord Johu Russell might lose an army with less risk to his 
family power than he would incur by putting an extra halfpenny on 
tea. ‘The stability of the altar depends on the stability of the pot. 
The English drink their beer at present at the sign of the ‘ Howard 
Arms,” or “ Grenville Arms,” as the ease may be, but we should 
soon see the sign pelted if the beer failed. ‘The blessing of this 
habit of mind is, that it gives us time to put things to rights. In 
France they eannot meet a bread difficulty without having to accept a 
foreign gentleman with a crown on, aud pay him handsomely for ad- 
justing their living at the price of most of what makes life de- 
sirable. 

We should be sorry if the present party disorganisation made the 
English people iudiferent or nujnst to the party element. It is per- 
haps hasd to tell in what a nominal Conservative differs from a no- 
minal Liberal ; it is certainly foolish to stimulate abstract differences 
at the expense of practical good. But if we do not have an Oppo- 
sition, we have no chance of checking the prosperous clique that 
happens to be in, The advantage of party to the people is, that it 
enables it to use one section of the governing classes as a check on 
the other. Asa Liberal party too long in power becomes oligarchic, 
soa ‘Tory one, by being kept ont, becomes } opular. Can we yet 
afford to do without this kind of machinery? We thiok not.” If 
peop!e are too apt to think so now, we fear that it is one of the signs 
that French, or despotic influence, has too mnch hold over the na- 
tional mind. Must we add this last as being the vad element in that 
“stagnation,” which otherwise we have shown to have its good sizas ? 
Perhaps so. Indeed, we venture to prediet that a renewal of political 
activity will be accompanied by a re-action against that pro-conti- 
nental feeling, which has been a little too prominent of late. 

Meanwhile, it is ridiculous in politicians to blame public apathy ; 
it is their business to set the example and take the lead. ‘This is the 
very best time to think over plans of political action, when the 
country is quiet and prosperous, and laying in a stock of spirits for | 
the stir of some future day,

SERGEANT-MAJOR EDWARDS. 

Tne gallant bearing of the men and non-commissioned officers of the 
English army during the late war, alfurded a bright contrast, if it did not 
constitute an adequate set-off, to the incapacity and blundering ways of those 
who held the leading-strings. Forty years of peace may have brought 
years and infirmities upon rulers and generals; it may have checked the 
cultivation of campaigning qualit es; but it had no effect upon the coura- 
yeous and patriotic spirit which has avimated tie British soldier in former 
strygeles with the enemies of civilisation, Such will ever be the case, 
The sentiment is born in the man, and it is too noble to be eradicated, 
Pity it is that the constitution of our army does . ot sutficiently encourage 
and reward the qualities so often to be found in the ranks. 

Only by the peculiar constitution of our army can it be explained wh 
such men as Sergeant-Major Eawards—the subject of our notiee—still 
remains no high r than a non-commissioned oflicer in her Maj 
viee. Lf any qualities should entitle a man to reap the higher rewards of 
the service, it would surely be long service, distinguished conduet, and 
personal bravery ; yet these are of little avail if they come from the ranks. 

Serjeant-Major Mdwagds is a native of Shropshire, and was born in 
1819. The gallant soldier has been generally deseribed as the oldest in 
the army. ‘This, however, is sn error; he is only thirty-seven years of age, 
and, as he often exhibits a pardonable pride on the fact of his commencins 
life in the same year as his royal mistress, he ean hardly be held aecount- 
able for the “errors of the press.” He enlisted in the Coldstream Guards 
in 1835, and became corporal two years after. tn 1840 he wes appointed 
sergeant, pay-sergeant in 1841, and sergeant-major in 1 Lu this latter 
¢ pacity he went out to the Crimea at the commencement of the lite war, 
and remained on duty throughout the campaign. In faet, he was one of 
the few who was never absent a single day from the landing to the leaving 
of the expedition. On the passage out the ravages of the cholera began to 
be felt, and the Sergeant-Major gained golden opinions trom all sorts of men 
by his behaviour and exertions when others would have Sagged and sunk 
from sheer exhaustion. Although move than ordinarily exposed, Edwards 
was ‘ortunate enough to escape the malady, While oa board the Kangaroo, 
and with.n an hour or two of ianding on the Crimea, the gallant soldier 
was especially complimented for his exertions, and the then commancing 
officer, Sir Charles Hamilton, presented him with a medal for long service 
and good condnet. ‘This is ove o the three honours which now decorate 
his breast, the other two being the Crimean medal and the medal for dis 
tinguished conduct on the field of Inkermann, Lhe Crimean medal of 
course bears the fullest complement of bars. 

At the ever-memorable battle of the Alma, Edwards and his corps were 
in the thickest of the fight, and the Gallant Sergeant attracted the marked 
attention of his commanding oflicers for his bearing throughout the day, 
This was also the case at Balvelava, where the gallint fellow much distin- 
guished himself. He was moreover present at the powerful Russian sortie 
of the following day. At Inkermann, the self-possession and bravery of 
Sergeant-Major Edwards were still more conspicuous, [le was one of the 
first heroes who repulsed the Russians from the English redoubt, where they 
had just before obiained an entrance at a terrible sacrifice of life. Being 
a particularly good marksman (Mdwards is the son of a Shropshire game- 
keeper) he made fright'ul havoe with his rifle. T's conduet was so cool 
and steady, and his aim so invariably true, that he was enabled to keep 
three firelocks at work at oner—1wo otter soldiers loading for him as fast 
as he could fire. His comrades speak about this feat with much enthu- 
siasm, and say that he exhibited lumour ss well as coolness at his work ; 
during a moment’s pause in the firing, he remarked that it was the best day’s 
shooting he had ever had; he liked making such game of the Russians, Se 
Ke, Ultimately, the Sergeant-Major got surrounded by the enemy, but sue- 
ceeded in cutting bis way through again Ie assisted in re-forming his seat- 
tered men, and advanced a second time with much intrepidity and firmness.

For this and other distinguished conduct on the field, his Royal Highness the 
Duke of Cambridge recommended the Serjeant-Major both for the medal 
and an annuity of £20, Moreover, a commission was offered tor his 
acceptance, but, preferring to remain in ae as senior non-commissioned 
oilicer, he deelined the proffered honour, On a subsequent occasion, when 
asimilar distinction was even pressed upon him, he firmly declined, but at 
the same time expressed himself grateful for the compliment and reeogni- 
tion of services thus conveyed. , ; 

The most trying part of the whole campsign—the wasting winter 
which followed the Battle of Inkermann—was borne gallantly by Serjeant- 
Major Edwards. Day after day his men drooped around hin, yet huis in- 
defatizable spirit bore him up. Excessive fatigue and severe w uther made 
a considerable inroad upon the Serjeant’s naturally robust health, but he 
never allowed himself to be reported sick. Each day was one of work 
and active occupation. ‘This severe service told upon his appearance, and 
gave him a look of age that by no means belonged to him. Ths gray 
hairand beard told a tale of fifty or sixty years, while in reality he was hail 
way between thirty and forty. ; 

The nature of the duty performed by Edwards and his corps during the 
war may be judged by the following table, It is perfectly autheatic, aud 
refers to the Coldstream Guards alone. The figures show the date and
